Clean Your Files Day is celebrated annually as the official Earth Day 
event of The U.S. Conference of Mayors' Recycling at Work Campaign, 
a program of the national Office Paper Recycling Project. Clean Your 
Files Day is an event designed to encourage employees to increase the 
amount of paper recycled in the workplace by purging unnecessary files. 
This event was initiated in 1995 with a pilot program in the City of 
Chicago. The event resulted in recycling rates increasing to twelve times the normal rate 
of collection in the city. Clean Your Files Day offers the opportunity to rally support for 
workplace recycling programs in government offices, businesses, schools, and other 
organizations, while significantly increasing the amount of office paper recovered for 
recycling.
